PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 21.—Having a 
premonition that he was wanted in Cam- 
den, N. J., on a matter of life and death, 
Dr. Paul Mecray, head surgeon of the 
Cooper Hospital, cut short visit to 
Jersey City Friday afternoon, came home 
on a train three hours earlier than he 
had intended, and by so doing arrived 
in time to save the life of William D.

JOHN T. FAY KILLS HIMSELF. 


Husband of Eva Fay, Mind Reader, 
Ends Life Without Warning. 


{| OAKLAND, Cal., Dec. 21.—John T, Fay, 
|husband of Eva Fay, a mind reader, who 
has been appearing at a local theatre, 
committed suicide at his hotel to-day by 
shooting himself in the mouth. 

The Fays had just completed their en- 
gagement-in this city, and their baggage 
} was checked to Denver, where they were 
next to appear. Fay had made no mention 
| of feelings that might lead him to suicide, 
| but after eating dinner with his wife went 
to 4° room and fired the shot that ended 
his life. 


John T. Fay, with his wife, Eva Fay, 
gave the best-known mind-reading act 
{that has appeared in American vaudeville 
in years. He was about 32 years of age; 
Mrs. Fay is 25. 

Mr. Fay was a native of Boston, and 
was a graduate of Harvard University. 
For years he had suffered from nervous 
dyspepsia, and had been known to go for 
days without tasting food, and it was to 
this affliction that his friends in New 
York attribute the mental aberration that 
led him to take his Ufe. Mr. Fay was 
one of the wealthiest men on the Amerl- 
can stage, and had a splendid home at 
Melrose Highlands, near Boston. 

Mr. Fay was a thirty-second degree 
Mason, a Knight Templar, a Shriner, and 
a prominent member of the Elks. He 
was also a member of the Green Room 
Club, in this city. A telegram received 
in New York last night said that Mrs. 
Fay would start East with the body this 
morning, and that it would’be buried in 
| Melrose.

“I am in complete accord with you;

neither our money nor yours, but rather 
the effects produced by the deplorable 
break in the price of silver measured in 


gold. Put in another way, our difficulties | 


are not so much concerned with our 
money as with our exchanges. In the en- 
tire history of the two precious metals 


we have witnessed up to this time two, | 


and only two, great variations in the re- 
lation of their prices; tne decline in the 

rice of silver metal in 1893, occasioned 
by the closing of the mints of India, and 
the break of the past year following upon 
the failure of rain in Hindustan. In each 
case the sufferings and disorders have 
been almost beyond expression, and I 
@oubt not that with a return of the same 
causes we shal! have a return of the 
same effects. 


Says Drop in Silver Means Ruin, 


* For thirty years I have had the strong 
eonviction that a lowering of the price of 
silver, or, in other words, of the exchanges 
with all Asia, must diminish the purchas- 
fing power of half of mankind; upset our 
exportations, particularly those of Eng- 
land into Asia, and culminate in-.a panic. 
To-day a Chinaman must give 12 taels in 


order to,receive $5 in gold. A little time 

‘ago he had to give only 9, but with the old 
bimetallic purity he had to give only 5 
taels for $5. 

“We know that the wages of a China- 
man in his own country, as well as the 
prices in silver form which he sold his 

roducts, are no higher now than when 

e bought $5 gold with 5 taels silver; 
therefore. the result of a decline in the 
price of silver, such as we have had in 
the past year, can-only have, apparently, 
the result of déstroying our export trade 
across the Pacific Ocean. We know that 
in comparison with only two years ago 
the vessels now sailing from San Fran- 
cisco, Portland, and Seattle for Asiatic 
ports are hardly able to obtain cargoes. 
Secretary Root has sent a circular to all 


our Consuls in Asia inquiring of them| P 


if, since the lowering of silver in 1907, the 
mercantile houses which conduct imports 
{nto Asia from the United States and from 
England have suffered, as we believe t 
be the case, serious losses.

Support for Mismanagement, 


“That is the trouble with our system,” 
said Mr, Carnegie. ‘‘Do you want the

‘That Is the very question IT asked 
some other witnesses here,” replied Mr.

Mr. Carnegie had only praise for his 
former pupil, Charles M. Schwab, though 
he said that the figures of the President 
of the Bethlehem Steel Company were as 
likely to lead to erroneous conclusions as 
those of anybody else. The one criticism 
Mr. Carnegie brought against Mr. 
Schwab's testimony was that his explana- 
tion of how he came to write the famous 
letter of 1899 to Henry C. Frick on “an 
optimistic day at the instance of Mr. 
Frick himself,’’ was a ‘ piece of gratui- 
tous folly.” 

“T have met Schwab since his testi- 
mony,”’ said Mr. Carnegie, ‘and I told 
; him the position into which he voluntarily 
| put himself was a piece of gratuitous 
Polly. ‘Schwab,’ I said, ‘you owe your 
experiences more to your folly than to 
your sins.’ And he said yes, he had been 
foolish.’’ 
| But in spite of this “ break,’”’ Mr. Car- 
|negie said he thought Mr. Schwab de- 
served a vote of thanks from Congress 
for the way he introduced German inven- 
tions into a new industry and revolution- 
|}ized the iron and steel manufactures of 
| this country. He said he thought for a 
good man, an energetic manager, $5 a 
ton was not too much profit, but he 
thought Schwab, whom he described as 
the best leader of men he had ever seen 
and a genius for management, deserved a

Dispute Over Gary Testimony. 


Mr. Carnegie’s references to the testi- 
mony extracted from Judge Gary, in 
| which the Chairman of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Steel Trust was induced to 
say that his company could continue to 
dominate the American markets without 
any protection, led to a Jong wrangle. Mr. 
Dalzell stood flatly by his assertion that

Guarded by Soldiers, Frank Feh- 
ringer Describes Outlaw Band 
and Capt. Rankin's Murder.

WOMAN VICTIM A WITNESS 


Mrs. .Johnson Tells of Lashing by 
Masked Men—Court Orders Extra 
Guard and Handcuffs for Prisoners.

UNION CITY,.Tenn., Dec. 21.—Stories 
of the organizing of sections of the night 
riders after nightfall, of the terrible oath 
administered to the members, of the 
singular password required for admission 
to the meetings of the band of outlaws 
which for six months spread _ terror 
throughout the Reelfoot Lake region, of 
midnight raids for the purpose of whip- 
ping certain persons, of sessions at which 
the night riders laid plans for making 
a descent upon the home of Judge Har- 
ris, one of the owners of the lake, and 
killing him, were told on the witness 
stand to-day by Frank Fehringer. 

Surroundee by a detall of six armed 
soldiers, Fehringer, member of the night 
riders, who has turned State’s evidence, 
jwas brought into court. At the court 
| Foom door two of the soldiers armed 
| with rifles halted. Four other soldiers 
| armed only with revolvers took Feh- 
|ringer in charge. Four armed Deputy 
Sheriffs cleared a way through the crowd 
in the aisles and Fehringer was led to 
the stand. 

The soldiers sat gown inside the railing 
and facing the throng. Deputies, armed 
heavily, took positions in various parts of 
the room. It was a tense moment. The 
witness, a diminutive man, seemed to be 
composed, but pale. He crossed his legs 
and tossed his broad-brimmed hat on the 
toe of his boot, 


Fehringer Takes the Oath. 


Fehringer said he was one of the first 
members of the band. He went on the 
first ride of the band, and visited Marslis's 
store, when there was a feud between the 
riders of Tipton County and those of 
Obion County, They feared a raid of 
| Tipton County men. .The oath he took 
| was: . . 

You do-oleniniy Swebr.in the presence of 
Almighty.-God. and these .wiinesses that you 
desire to become a night rider; that you will 
not write, talk, or tell to. any one of the 
secrets of this order of night riders; that if 
you do talk, write, or tell to any person 
any of the secrets of the order, we are 
permitted to do with you as we see fit. 

You know death, hell, and destruction will 

be your portion, and that your body will 

not be buried.in a graveyard. Do you will- 
ingly _and freely sabmit to all this, so help 
you God? ; 

Fehringer testified that he knew all the 
defendants, and had accompanied them 
on many rides prior to the killing of 
Capt, Rankin. The night riders’ garb 
consisted of long black coats, 
masks trimmed in white, and some had 


false beards attached to the bottom, On 
one occasion Deputy Sheriff Mays, since 
resigned, and who was one of the riders, 
came to a meeting unmasked. 

| At this meeting Garrett Johnson 
chosen chief,’ and other Captains 
named for different localities, and au- 
thorized to order raids whenever ‘the 
riders of a certain locality thought some- 
thing needed regulating. 

Sometimes a member failed to appear 
for rides and on thosé occasions tne riders 
| went after the missing man and forced 
| him to go on the raids. 

Often the riders whipped men and wo- 
men without knowing why except that the 
Captain ordered it. Once, when the 
Grand Jury was in session and several 
men who had been whipped had been 
summoned Garrett Johnson sent out a 
general order to hang one of the men 
who. testified. They caught a witness 
named John Shaw on-his way to court, 
near Sleepy Hollow, whipped him sav- 
| agely, and,sent. him. home. He did not 
| testify. Several prospective witnesses 
| were similarly treated, but few of them 
| will tell of it even now, so great is their 
terror. 


Decide to Kill Judge Harris. 


Just before the murder of Capt. Rankin 
the riders decided to make a raid on 
Tiptonville and kill Judge Harris. Tip- 
tonville heard of it and prepared to repel 
it and the riders abandoned their plan. 
On Oct.,19 the riders learned that Rankin 
|} and Col. Taylor were at the Walnut Log 
| Hotel, in ‘the heart of the riders’ coun- 
| try. “ Tid’’ Burton, one of the defend- 
ants, tqld Fehringer to notify the band 
to meet that night’ to attend to Rankin 
j}and Taylor. Fehringer got one of Garrett 
| Johnson’s horses and- rode all day sum- 
moning the band. The riders met near 
Johnson’s that night. The band included 
the eight defendants. 
| They proceeded to the hotel after Gar- 
rett Johnson had forced “Ed” Powell 
to take the rider there. Witness said 
| Garrett Johnson was the spokesman, 
wore the rope and whip, and gave the 
orders to Rankin and Taylor to dress, 

On the march to the densely wooded 
| bank of the slough, ‘~where Rankin was 
| slain, witness said, Johnson did all the 
talking, the others, about fifty in number, 
including the defendants, following silent- 
ly. As the rope was-.put around Rankin’s 
neck Fehringer said to the victim: 
you want to say anything to the Lord?

Senator and Burton May Reach Agree- 
ment in Order to Beat Tuft— 
Harris Shows Strength.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Dec. 21.—The arrival 
to-day of Charles P. Taft, brother of the 
President-elect and candidate for the 
United States Senatorship, was the occa- 
sion Of a demonstration. A crowd of 
over 1,000 people were gathered at the 
station when his train arrived, and gave 
him a lively reception, Mr. Taft was ac- 
companied by Joseph Garretson, manag- 
ing editor of his paper, The Cincinnati 
Times-Star, who will have charge of his 
campaign. Mr. Taft sald he was {n favor 
of an old-fashioned, open caucus. 

“I am extremely hopeful of the outlook 
and Tl have every reason to believe I will 
be elected,”” he added. Mr. Burton to-day 
moved his headquarters from the Chitten- 
den Hotel to the Neil House, where Mr. 
Taft is staying. This is looked upon as a 
challenge, as it is well known that Taft 
and Burton are no longer on friendly 
terms, 

“T am in the race to stay. I have as 
many votes as Taft or Burton, and I ex- 
pect to succeed myself in the Senate,’’ 
said Senator Foraker to-night when asked 
about the report that he was to with- 
draw from the fight. 

Senator Foraker did not go home to 
spend Sunday, as did Mr. Burton, but re- 
mained at his quarters all 4ay and until 
an early hour this morning in consulta- 
tion with legislators and lieutenants. 

The machine, heretofore a great power 
in Republican politics in the State, is in a 
demoralized condition. In Toledo Walter 
Brown, Chairman of the State Republican 
Executive Committee, has been shorn of 
his power, and will not be able to deliver 
the votes of the Lucas County delegation 
to Taft. In Dayton Charles Beiser, the 
Republican boss, lost out, his own party 
having elected a Democratic delegation as 
a rebuke to him.

1,000 More Men Quit, Making a 
Partial Cab Famine at tho 
Hotels and Ciubs. 


NEW MEN ARE ATTACKED 


Mary Strikebreakers Used —“ Open 


Shop” Here to Stay, Stable 
Keepers Say. 


The strike of the cab drivers and taxi- 
cab chauffeurs for a recognition of their 
unions spread yesterday, when about 
1,000 more drivers and+ chauffeurs em- 
ployed by concerns in the Livery Stable 
Owners’ Association walked out, joining 
the Moulton & Hall stable strikers, who 
quit on Gaturday. The result’ was that 
Broadwezy, for the first, thme in many 
years, cxperienced a scarcity of hansom 
cabs, while the supply of taxicabs was 
appreciab!y diminished, 

It was too early last night to get a line 
on the probable duration of the strike. 
Many of those concerned declared it had 
the earmarks of a _ prolonged 
while others, apparently just as well in- 
formed, said that they believed it would 
be of short duration, and that in a few 
days a majority of the strikers would 
be back at work. One thing that was 
quite manifest was that there was an 
appreciable shortage of cabs along Broad- 
way, while scarcely -any were seen at 
the usual stands in front of the big 
hotels. A Times reporter who walked 
along Broadway from Thirtieth Street to 
the Times Building yesterday afternoon 
Saw only two cabs at the curb waiting 
for fares. 

Both sides declared yesterday that they 
would not yield. One of the big stables— 
the Moulton at Fifty-third Street and 
Seventh Avenue—paid off all of its 
striking employes and immediately be- 
gan the work of filling their places with 
drivers who are not members of one or 
both of the dissatisfied unions. The New 
York Taxicab Company and the New 
York Transportation Company, the two 
largest “of the taxicab concerns, had not 
been drawn into the Squabble up to a 
late hour last night, and the impression 
prevailed that these two companies, both 
of which have won victories over’ their 
union employes, would escape the “ walk- 
out’ order this time.

Waddell & Mahon of 1,133 Broadway, 
who broke the recent taxicab strike, have 
contracted with the Livery Stabie Own- 
ers’ Association to handle this latest 
difficulty, and they were ready yesterday 
to supply all the independent drivers and 
chaufters requested by the firms against 
whom the strike is directed.

RIVERSIDE DRIVE HERMIT. 


j Strange Man Who Reads Kant Makes 
His Abode in an Inclosed Vacant Lot.

The southeast corner of Riverside Drive 
and 115th Street is a,large vacant lot, 
two of whose sides are flanked by apart- 
ment houses and private residences sur- 
rounded by a picket fence. The vacan 
corner is a Yectangular inclosure sur- 
rounded by a high board fence. Its in- 
; terior is used as a lumber yard by a 
firm of builders, if reports of the neigh- 
| borhood are true. It is visited but rarely 
j by the teams of the builders. Within the 
:inclosure there dwells at present a strange 
hermit who camps almost in the open 
and reads Kant by his camp fire. 

Dwellers in the Arleigh apartment 
| house, in 115th Street, overlooking the va- 
cant lot, told a Times reporter yesterday 
| that they had seen the hermit for the last 
'three years. He appears in the evening 
just about the time that ordinary men 
stop work, climbs the fence, and then 
lights his fire in the inclosure. In the 
| morning he leaves early, but not before 
he shaves. Further down the Urive he 
(has his shoes shined; then he disappears 
to the eastward.

‘He told me to get off the lot,” replied 
the boy.

Inventor Held for Inquest on Dec. 29— 
Wife Denies She Said Suydam 
Deserved Death. 


Harry B. Suydam, the Curb broker, who 
was shot In his office at 38) Broad Street, 
on Saturday morning by John C. Lums- 
den, an inventor, died shortly after 8 
o’clock yesterday morning in the Hudson 
Street Hospital. Although conscious near- 
ly,all the time he was in the hospital, he 
began to fall rapidly on Sunday, and his 
death was expected by the Surgeons. Mr. 
Suydam’s wife was in the hospital at the 
time of his death. 

On Saturday morning Lumsden, who had 
invented a vibrating massage machine, 
entered the broker’s office, and. after a 
short conversation followed by a scuffle, 
AMrew a revolver and shot the broker twice. 
One of the bullets entered Snydam’s right 
side, passing through the lung and the 
other entered the left side, just below 
the heart, and passed through his body. 

Lumsden declared after he was arrested 
that the broker owed him money, and 
that the promise had been made frequently 
that the money would be repaid. The in- 
ventor lived at 813 West Fifty-seventh 
Street. The prisoner was arraigned in 
the Tombs Court on Sunday morning and 
held without bail until yesterday morning, 
when he was remanded to the Caroher’s 
Office. Coroner Harburger then sent him 
back to the Tombs to await the tnquest 
on Dec. 29,

and lived in Plainfield, N. J., where he 
was & member. of the Common Council.

Although I 
fee} a certain hesitation in approaching 
this work, yet I also feel the exceptional 
trust that has been given me and the clear 
road ahead in the good will existing be- 
tween our Governments and peoples. 

‘My desire is to promote this mutual 
good will, and I know no other way of 
doing so except by openness and com- 
plete good faith. While I am in Wash- 
ington there will be no mystery about 
German aims in all that relates to the 
United States. 

“It is needless to say that I come to 
this country with the greatest pleasure: 
and interest. My stay in America will 
afford me the occasion of closely fol- 
lowing the amazing progress of the Amer- 
ican people in every branch of public 


life—a progress which commands the’ ad- 
miration of the world.” . 

Speaking of the pence disposition of 
Americans towar European . affairs, 
Count Bernstorff said: 

“My compatriots have the conviction 
that the Government and the people of 
the United States judge for themselves 
of situations that arise in Europe upon 
their merits and without prefudices. ar. | 
we can trust ourselves te such tmpartial 
judgment. 

“The new postal cotivention has been 
greeted with great satisfaction, in. Ger- 
many, and we hope that it will serve to 
increase the friendly mtercourse between 
the two peoples.” 

The Amerika having arrived so late, 
Count Bernstorff decided to remain over- 
night jn New York and proceed to Wash- 
ington’ to-day. 


WOMEN HALT SEA BURIAL. 


Mrs, Whitelaw Reid Enlisted In Behalf 


of Woman Who Died on the Baltic. 


The timely intervention of four young 
women teachers, who arrived here yester- 
day on the White Star Nner Baltic, saved 
the body of a young Englishwoman pas- 
senger from burial at sea. From their 
own purses they gave $60 and pledged 
themselves further to see to it that money; 
enough was raised here to provide for the 
burial 

The young Englishwoman was. Miss 
Priscilla Hewson. She was on her way to 
America to marry a sweetheart of school- 
days at Whitehaven, Cumberland, in the 
north of England. The Baltic ran in 
heavy seas almost from the hour of her 
sailing from Queenstown on Dec. 11, and 
nearly all of the passengers suffered vio- 
lently from seasickness. 

Miss Hewson became seriously {ll on 
Thursday, and Dr. Bell, the ship’s sur- 
geon, reported to her brother, John Hew- 
son, that she was suffering from peri- 
tonitis. From that time until Saturday 
at 4 P. M., when she died, the brother 
never left her side. Dr. Bell said he 
could not risk an operation to save her 
life on account of the heavy rolling of the 
ship. 

Following a rule of the line, the ship's 
officers gave orders for the preparation 
of the body for burial at sea. The teach- 
ers carried their appeal for a revocation 
of the order to the Captain through the! 
woman's brother. Other second-cabin pas- 
sengers were quickly enlisted In the cause 
and soon the case reached the ears of Mrs. 
Antonio F. de Navarro, who was the fa- 
mous Mary Anderson of the American 
stage, and she joined in the effort to save 
the woman's body from commitment to 
the sea, 

Through Mrs. de Navarro, Mrs, White- 
law Reid, also a passenger on the Baltic, 
scon learned of the case. She imme- 
diately took it in hand snd volunteered to 
defray all of the expenses of bringing the 
tody to New York and provide burial. 

Mrs. Reid sent a wireless message on 
Sunday to C. P, Jackson an undertaker 
at 162 East Thirty-sixth Street, directing 
him to meet the Baltic and take charge of 
the body. The funeral was held at 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, and burial 


took place in Mount Kisco Cemetery. The 
Rev. J. M. Smith of Syracuse read the 
funeral service on board the ship, arid 
the Rev. C. D. Bullock of Stratford, Conn., 
took charge of the burial on behalf of 
Mrs. Reid. 

™he dead woman's brother declined to 
accept the $60 contributed by the four 
teachers, who were Mrs. H. unt, Miss 
Etta Brown, Miss Helen Johnson, and 
Miss Minnie B. Joy. The money was 
then given to the undertaker to provide @ 
marker for the woman's grave. 

Miss Hewson was 30 years old. While 
still a schoolgirl at Whitehaven she fell} 
in love with Charles C. Clark, a school- 
mate. Ten years ago he came to Amer- 
ica, pledging himself to hig sweetheart to 
send for her as soon as he was in a posl-| 
tion to support her. 

Clark went to Eureka, Utah, and there 
made a modest fortune. Several months 
ago he sent for his sweetheart, and thelr 
taarriage was to have taken place imme- 
diately after her arrival in Utah, The 
young woman’s brother agreed to make 
the journey with her, expecting to re- 
main in this country.

The city’s finances ang the great need | 
of curtailing municipal expenditures im- | 
mediately were the subjects last night | 
of addresses made by William M. Ivins, 
Edgar J. Levey, and Lawson Purdy at 
the City Club. 

‘$I say at the outset,” said Mr. Ivins, 
“that I am not, and shall not, be a can- 
didate for the Mayoralty nomination.” 

“Our ten years’ experiment,” he went 
on, ‘“‘ which began in hope and cheerfully, 
is ending In doubt and in mistrust of our- 
selves. We are closing a decade of ex- 
travagant expectation, and entering upon 
another, which, I believe, will be char- 
acterized by a greater measure of civic 
sobriety than we have yet shown. From 
many points of view the work of the last 
ten years challenges the respect of every 
citizen. Nevertheless, we find ourselves 
at the present time upon the edge of mu- 
nicipal failure. 

“Tf I ask who is responsible for this I 
get. no answer except the peurile and 
useless platitudes which have become the 
stock in trade of our -professional poll- 
ticians—there has been too much politics 
and not enough business; there has been 
too much consideration of the present and 
and not enough regard for the future; 
there have béen waste and-extravagance; 
the city has not been good, and therefore 
it is not likely to be happy; and so on. 

Mr. Ivins, after setting the present bor- 
rowing capacity of the city at $8,500,000, 
sald that he had reason to believe that 
next July it would not be Increased by 
more than $15,000,000, and that for the 
twelve months following the city would 
have a hard time getting along. It would 
be impossible, he said, to undertake any 
great improvement such as a new Court 
House, a subway, or a large park, and 
the end of next year, at best, would prob- 
ably find the city as badly off as it Is 


now, and this condition might go on, re- 
peating itself for years to come, 

AS to the responsibuity for the inc. eases, 
Mr. ivins said tne présent administrate 
was not wholly to biame, though it 
chargeable with a very large increase in 
1904 and 1907, the credit of the city hav- 
ing been availed of to the extent of $s2,- 
0v0,000 in the former year, and to the ex- 
tent of $79,000,000 in 1907. 

Then Mr. Ivins took up the taxation 
question and the budget. He showed that 
the Police, Fire, School, Charities, and 
Street Cleaning Departments, with the 
debt service, constituted an annual budget 
of $113,000,000 that could not be reduced. 
The city, om the other hand, was within 

16,000,000 of the limit of its taxation un- 

er the Constitution. Then he explained 
that without improvements, tax values did 
not increase, and money was not forth- 
coming, therefore improvements must be 
had, especially transit Improvements, 


Must Encourage Private Capital. 


“This, however, cannot be done out of 
the public treasury,” said Mr. Ivins, 
“and the city must find means for its 
accomplishment by having recourse here- 
after, as it has always heretofore had re- 
course, to private cupital, which will 
have to receive fair consideration, be per- 
mitted to earn a@ reasonable return upon 
its investments, at the same time being 
subject to strict State regulation, so that 
it may not in turn escape its obligations 
to the community, 

“The city, financially Incompetent to 
enter upon municipal construction and 
ownership, will have to grant franchises 
which will permit of corporate construc- 
tion and ownership, but these franchises 
can be limited in term and can bo made 
revokable upon conditions which will be 
fair to all concerned—such conditions, 
moreover, as will enable the city to ac- 
quire the properties when it is financially 
competent to do so.”’ , 


Mr. Levey Against Higher Tax. 


Fdgar J. Levey followed Mr. Ivins, and 
declared the municipal soc:alism was at 
tne bottom of the trouble, and that the 
‘ity trred to do too much for no return. 
He mentioned the loss of $750,00) on the 
Staten Island Ferry as an example. Mr. 
Levey argued against further increase of 
taxes, declaring that the tax was shift- 
ed first to the rent payer, then to the 
consumer of retail goods, who thereupon 
demanded more wages, until at last the 
manufacturer was the real loser. In this 
way, he said, factcry owners were driven 
from the city, and he sald he knew of 
four concerns which had moved, taking 
with them 3,000 people. 

Lawson Purdy explaned the tax system 
and told the audience that assessments 
were now being made at 90 per cent. of 
actual market valuation. He said that 
something should be done to bring the 
prices assessed and the prices paid by the 
city in condemnation proceedings into 
closer relationship, and urged the estab- 
lishment of a land court. 

Controller Metz, who, with Senator 
McCarren, was an interested listener, was 
asked to make a speech. Regarding an 
assertion of Mr. Purdy’s that subways 

uld be built at $1,000,000 a mile, he said, 
the Fourth Avenue subway in Brooklyn 
was to cost $15,000,000 ‘for five miles.

THAW, CANNOT BE REMOVED. 


Court Denies His Application to be 


Taken to Pennsylvania. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 21,—Harry K.| 
Thaw, the slayer of Stanford White, and| 
now confined in the State Hospital for the | 
Criminal Insane at Matteawan, N. Y..,| 
cannot be taken to Pittsburg to testify | 
in the bankruptcy proceedings, according | 
to a decision handed down to-day by the} 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals in| 
this. city. 

The decision affirms the action taken 
by Judge Young of the United States 
Court for the Western District of Penn- 
sylvania, sitting at Pittsburg, which | 
quashed a writ of habeas corpus com- 
pelling Robert B. Lamb, Superintendent 
of the Matteawan Asylum, to turn Thaw | 
over to a United States Marshal for the | 
prisoner’s appearance at Pittsburg. 


Opinion of the Court. 


The opinion of the court was written by 
Judge Dallas and was concurred itn by 
Judges Gray and Buffington. The court 
holds: 

The question was not as to the sanity or 
insanity of Henry Kendall Thaw. It was 
not necessary for the court below to pass 
upon either of. these questions, hor fs ft 
requisite that we should do so, and we in- 
timate nothing with respect to them, but 
certain it Is that Thaw was in custody as 
an insane person and by the authority of 
the State of New York. 

It did not clearly appear that there was 
an immediate necessity for his testimony, 
but it was plainly shown that his compe- 
tency ot testify, to say the least of it, was 
open to very serious question, and !t is not 
to be presumed that any court would tssue 
a writ of habeas corpus to bring before it 
a@ person to testify who when brought could 
not testify. 


The Bankruptcy Proceedings. 


The bankruptcy proceedings were be- 
gun on Aug. 7, when Thaw filed a pett- 
tion of voluntary bankruptcy in the Unit- 
ed States Court at Pittsburg, and five 
days later he was declared a bankrupt, 
Roger O'Mara of Pittsburg being ap- 
pointed receiver. Subsequently Horatio 
N. Bain, a hotel keeper of Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., who had filed a claim of $66.25 for

The matter of Thaw’s appearance in 
Pittsburg was opposed by the State of 
Néw York.

PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, Dec. 21.— 
Vice President J. Vicente Gomez, to whom 
Gen. Cipriano Castro handed over the 
Presidency on his departure for “Europe, 
has established a new Government in 
Venezuela. He has replaced the old Min- 
istry, the leader of which was Dr. José 
de Jesus Paul, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, who has been the one figure, out- 
side of Castro himself, in the negotiations 
which culminated in the ousting of Min- 
{ster de Reus and the severance of diplo- 
matic relations with Holland, with a .ew 
body of men who represent various fac- 
tions in the State, and who have figured 
prominently in various ways in the po- 
litical history of the country. 

Not only has Dr. Paul disappeared from 
the councils of the nation, but Dr. Baldo, 
who is now traveling in Castro’s suite 
abroad, has been removed from his offi- 
cial position as Minister of Education. 
Gen. Diego Ferren, the Minister of War, 
who was War Minister also in the Cabi- 
net of Acting President Gomez in 1906, 
has been superseded by Gen, Regulo Oli- 
vares, who took a prominent part in 
crushing the reyolutionists six years ago. 


The New Venezuelan Cabinet. 


The new Cabinet is composed as follows: 
Minister of Interior, Linares Alcantara; 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Gonzales 
Guinaud; Minister of Finance, Munoz Te- 
bar; Minister of War, Gen. Regulo Oli- 
vares; Minister of Fomento, (Patronage,) 
Rafael Carabano Obras; Minister of Pub- 
lic Works, Roberto Vargas; Minister of 
Public Instruction, Dr. Maldonado. 

Secret advices received here from Ca- 
racas, where the strictest censorship is 
exercised, indicate that the whole of Vene- 
zuela has been in a ferment ever since 
President Castro sailed, and that the cri- 
sis was reached a few days ago, when it 
became necessary for Acting President 
Gomez to take decisive steps, which he 
did by climinating from his Cabinet those 
who were closely affiliated with the Cas- 
tro rule and under Castro’s domination. 

The revolutionary factions, which gained 
strength with every hour of Castro's ab- 
sence, played a prominent part in the 
demonstrations against the absent Presi- 
dent, which took the form of rioting and 
incendiarism. These were temporarily 
checked by a show of force, and later the 
revolutionary influence that threatened to 
Sweep the country was overcome in a 
measure by promises that could not be 
held long in abeyance. q 

Aquiles Sturbe has been appointed Gov- 
ernor of Caracas by Acting President Go- 
mez. 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, Dec. 21.—Let- 
ters here tell of the discovery of a plot to 
assassinate Gen. Bello. commander of 
Fort San Carlos at Maracaibo.

Perhaps Castro's Farewell Words. 


Before leaving Venezuela, Castro in pro- 
claiming Vice President Gomez his tem- 
porary successor, said to the nation: 
**Surround him and lend your support in 
the fulfillment of his mission as if it were 
myself, and you will have done your 
duty.” In the same proclamation, Presi- 
dent Castro gave utterance also to what 
might be taken as a farewell message: 
“The Venezuelan nation already is on the 
road to true prosperity and greatness, be- 
cause of the strict fulfillment of obliga- 
tions andthe sound condition of the reve- 
nues, and because of the state of peace 
which we enjoy and which it is your duty 
to maintain that my work may endure.” 

Everts since then have moved swiftly 
in Venezuela, and on Dec. 14 the people 
of Caracas arose against Castro. They 
tore down the statues and pictures of the 
President and burned them in the public 
places; they wrecked Buildings and ap- 
plied«the torch, sweeping through the city 
and gathering strength and fury with ev- 
ery new act of viclence. it then seemed 
eertain that Castro's rule in Venezuela 
had ended. 

Gomez, himself, in the position of Act- 
ing President, was far from secure. It 
was brought forcibly home to him that he 
must either withdraw from that office or 
cast aside those of Castro’s Ministers who 
were still trying to force the Castro rule 
upon the people. Apparently he chose the 
latter course. He first declared the coun-|} 
try in a state of defense, thereby secur- 
ing control of the army, and then ap- 
pointed a new Cabinet, the members of 
which represent a diversity of factions. 


Gomez Opposed Castro’s Policy. 


On several other occasions when Castro 
has ‘turned over the Government to Vice 
President Gomez it was freely predicted 
that Gomez would succeed Castro as Pres- 
ident of the republic. He had many sup- 


porters in the —anti-Castro camp, chief 
among those in favor of his candidacy be- 
ing Gen. Arango, the former Minister of 
War, who worked sarnoemy to place 
Gomez in power. While seemingly Gomez 
has been an ardent supporter of Castro 
he has maintained time and again that 
he did not favor the foreign policy of the 
Government, declaring that the treatment 
accorded the United States and France 
was ill-advised and that he was not in 
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sympathy with the conduct of internal 
affairs. Hg has expressed the opinion 
that he was not trusted by President 
Castro, although the latter appointed him 
to fil! the office of President while he 
himself was absent. 

President Castro, who is now in rr. 
Israel's hosnital in Berlin, has persist- 
ently declined to believe the reports of 
the revolutionary movement in his coun- 
try. He has admitted receiving dis- 
patches daily from the Government, but 
has asserted that these contained no word 
of integnal dissensions. His declared pur- 
pose in .going to Europe was for the 
treatment of a malady from which he 
has. long suffered, but on occasions since 
he has said that he was on a diplomatic 
mission as well, the settling of the. dif- 
ferences between Venezuela and France 
and those of the other powers that would 
meet his proposals, 

The Venezuelan situation has been the 
object of lively interest on the part of 
the powers during the last two months. 
The aggressive course taken by the Neth- 
erlands Government in sending out its 
warships to sequestrate and capture Vene- 
zuelan naval vessels has seemed to bring 
the entire situation to a focus. Holland has 
been acting, if hot with the assistance of 
the other powers, at least in full agree- 
ment with them, and her first acts haye 
been directed toward preventing commu- 
nications between the Venezuelan ports. 
Already she has captured two of the 
Venezuelan naval vessels. 


MAINE STEAMS SOUTH 


Under Sealed Orders, but Destination 
Is Suspected to be Venezuelan Waters

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Under sealed 
orders the battleship Maine steamed out 
of Hampton Roads to-day for the South. 
The vessel left Norfolk for a destination 
which is kept secret by the Administra- 
tion. Rear Admiral Conway H. Arnold is 
in command, and his instructions were 
not to open his orders until his ship was 
clear of port and standing out to sea.

GERMANY POLITE TO CASTRO. 


Foreign Office Resents Charge of Un- 
due Friendliness i. Ruler of Venezuela 


BERLIN, Dec. 21.—The German Gov- 
ernment resents the statements attributed 
to the American press indicating that 
Germany has shown an unduly friendly 
attitude toward President Castro. The 
Foreign Office says that i has merely 
been obeying the dictates of international 
courtesy, and points out that Castro did 
not come incognito, but as President of 
Venezuela, in which capacity he sent a 
telegram of homage to Emperor William 
and left a card for Foreign Minister von 
Schoen, whereupon both ‘the Emperor 
and the Foreign Minister sent representa- 
tives to thank the South American visitor 
and inquire about his health. 

These are the only official acts taking 
cognigance of Castro’s presence in Ber- 
lin. No political subject whatever has 
been broached at these meetings, and, 


moreover, the German Government has 
no intention of approaching the Vene- 
zuelan during his visit with any political 
sroposals, nor does it expect to utilize 
nis coming to secure commercial ad- 
vantages in his country. Meanwhile Cas- 
tro keeps himself in the background, 
taking no step toward opening relations 
with the German Government. /The For- 
eign Office has fully informed the Nether- 
lands concerning the two visits re- 
ferred to. 

Conjectural reports are circulating tm 
the press here that Castro is negotiating 
with German shipyards for the construc- 
tion of several warships to repel such 
actions as Holland is now taking. These 
reports have a wide range, one saying 
that Venezuela has asked for two battle- 
ships, and another that she desires six 
cruisers. It is further stated that Castro 
intends ordering artillery in Germany for 
the Venezuelan Army. 

A member of the President's suite, how- 
ever, declared emphatically that these 
statements were absolute inventions. Sev- 
eral German firms, he said, without the 
slightest authority, sent in propositions 
with regard to war supplies, but to these 
President Castro did not even give con- 
sideration. 

The President underwent two examina- 
tions at the hands of Dr. Israel in the 
course of the day. The physician is still 
undecided as to whether an operation will 
be necessary. Castro's quarters at the 
hospital, which comprise ten rooms, have 
been entirely refitted. They have been 
rearranged into a reception and dining 
room, an office, and bedrooms. The Pres- 
ident’s meals are brought in daily from 
the restaurants, but are served by the 
President's own attendants.

* When in the midst of his staggering 
testimony as to the utter needlessness 
of a protective tariff on steel he saw 
Chairman Payne lean over and whisper 
to Mr. DALZELL, Mr. Carnneoim made @ 
similar gesture to the audience and re- 
marked: ‘“‘ He is whispering, ‘ The jig’s 
up.’” And really it would seem that 
it is. 

It is not easy to see how the Com- 
mittee can get away from the facts that 
Mr. CARNEGIp poured ouj upon them, 
er can stand up against the half- 
defiant, half-contemptuous manner in 
which he treated every suggestion of 
the need of protection for steel. While 
he refused to be tied down to detailed

and abroad, he gave genera) facts that 


«cannot be disputed. First there was 


the broad, undeniable statement from 
the report of the Steel Corporation that 


- it had made\profits of $158,000,000 on 


ten million tons of steel, a net and 
absolute profit of at least $15.50 a ton. 
What earthly need can men engaged in 
such profitable business have of legis- 
lative protection from foreign competi- 
tors? Then he made this declaration, 
which goes to the root of the matter: 

I made the statement that a ton of 
ateel could be made cheaper in America 
than fn“any foreign country, and if 
that were tested to-day in Pittsburg, 
where the original cost of rails was 
fixed at $15, and if foreign manufact- 
urérs adopted the same. method of 
telling their costs, I @on’t think that 
Pittsburg would lose the trophy of the 
honor of being the cheapest eateel pro- 
ducer in the world.

THE CAB STRIKE. 

The sttike of the cabmen has been 
well timed to cause the greatest annoy- 
ance to the public. If the demands of 
the cabmen are reasonable they are 
not to be blamed for attempting to en- 
force them at a propitious moment. But 
people who habitually use cabs in this 
community are not disposed to sympa- 
thize with cabmen on general princi- 
ples. Their prejudice, to be sure, is 
largely founded on occasional experi- 
ences with the guerrilla cab drivers, 
who are extortionate and vociferous. 

It seems that the present demands of 
the cab drivers are not in the main un- 
reasonable, Considering thé high prices 
of cab service here, the drivers ought 
certainly to be paid living wages. Prob- 
ably their fees arg large, however, as 
few persons neglect to give something 
above the fare to drivers and chauf- 
feurs. Three months ago it seemed 
that New York was about to have the 
best, if not the cheapest, cab service in 
the world. It has since had nearly the 
worst, and this latest strike, on the 
eve of the holidays, when the demand 
for conveyances to the theatres and 
opera. houses &nd to and from evening 
parties is larger than at any timo in 
the year, wil) inevitably create much 
ill-feeling. Nearly al] of this will be 
directed at the cab drivers, who are 
never popular because of the rudéness 
of some of thelr fellows, and are direct- 
ly responsible for the strike. If the 
strike lasts the crippled surface car 
system will have its severest test in 
the next week or so. 


SAVE THE DEBT LIMIT., 

None of the curious testimony re- 
garding the city’s odd way of doing 
business {s more significant than that 
regarding the ferries. It was testified 
that the loss on two of them for 1907 
was $1,026,272, and rising. For one 
of these ferries.ten millions was paid, 
and there are others, which the public 
Interest requires to be acquired and 
operated, for which the owners ask 
$12,000,000. The point is not that the 
city should hesitate about making in- 
vestments which net 10 per cent. loss 
on operation, to say nothing of other 
charges necessary to be made unless 
the principal is to be entirely sunk. It 
might remain true that these losses 
should be faced as the alternative to 
other larger losses. The real signifi- 
cance lies in the association of these 
ferry matters with the finances of the 
Dock Department, to which they are 
attached. 

During the five years befcre the fer- 
ries were taken over the Dock Depart- 
ment made a profit of $3,689,642, which 
was applicable to a sinking fund for 
refeeming the dock bonds. But these 
profits were on a steadily declining 
scale due to the necessity of lowering 
rents t» retain commerce. This neces- 
sity has not yet ceased to operate, but 
now the department’s profits are more 
than absorbed in the operation of a 
portion of the ferries. On New Year's, 
1907, there was outstanding a dock 
debt of $73,182,200, and it had been 
proposed to exempt it from the constl- 
tutional Umit of indebtedness on the 
ground that it was self-sustaining, and 
provided for its own amortization. But 
it is evident now that the Dock Depart- 
ment, as a whole, is not even self- 
sustaining on current account. 

This consideration. should check the 
rage to borrow the last dollar anybody 
will lend. If the docks are not self- 
sustaining it raises a doubt whether the 
Water Department may not show 
deficits after the expenditure for the 
new system, which may cost $200,000,. 
000, although the estimate is smaller. 
If the city’s ¢redit is to be supported 
the debt limit should be sustained. The 
maximum ‘concession which can be 
made fs that the items which are self- 
sustaining should be separated from 
those which are not so—for example, 
the dock bonds should be separated 
from the ferry bonds—and the dock 
bonds alone exempted from the consti- 
tutional debt limit, the deficit on the 
others being charged against taxation.

They feel rather the thing 
threatened than the real force of the 
menace. At present we can se6 no 
danger that the Catholic Church will 
ever secure domination of the State in 
this country, or, for that matter, in any 
other, and we see no conclusive evi- 
dence that it desires it. 

There are four countries in Europe 
in which the great mass of the popula- 


tion is Catholic, France, Italy, Spain, 
and Portugal, and in Austria-Hungary 


there is a considerable majority of 
Catholics. In all these in the past the 
influence of the Church was predomi- 
nant in the direction of public affairs. 
In France and Italy that influence has 
vanished.~ In Austria it is Insignifi- 
cant. In Spain and Portugal it is wan- 
ing. What is there in this experience 
to warrant any great uneasiness as to 
the domination of the Catholic Church 
in this country, assuming that such 
domination were sought? There are so 
many things of immediate and conspic- 
uous importance for Americans to think 
about {tn their National life, so many 
definite and pressing difficulties with 
which to deal, that the serious dfscus- 
sion of this topic seems almost a waste 
of time. 


_ THE HIGHLANDS FOREST CROP. 

The preservation of the Highlands of 
the Hudson, advocated by Dr. Epwarp 
L. Partripcp at the New York His- 
torical Society Building last week, may 
be assured through the adoption of 
three measures which he urged, and 
one more. The Highlands, made fa- 
mous by the events of the Revolution, 
full of the literary associations of 
Cooper and IRVING, MORRIS, BRYANT,’ 
and JospPpH RODMAN DRAKg#, praised for 
their wild beauty by Ruskin, and now 
the seat of the National Military Acad- 
emy, are being stripped of their forests 
and disfigured by the quarrymen along 
their shores. Dr. PArtripGy rightly 
intimated that the Hudson-Fulton Me- 
morial Commission would neglect its 
plain duty if it should fail to aid the 
plan of preserving the natural monu- 
ments of this region. For the twelve 
to fifteen miles above Peekskill on the 
right bank, and from Dunderberg to 
Stormking Mountain on the left, Dr. 
PARTRIDGH recommends the following 
changes by special enactment of the 
Legislature: 


1. In advance of their arrival, legis- 
lation should forbid the coming of dis- 
figuring industries on the Hudson as 
{t runs through the Highlands. The 
expense of this would be comparative- 
ly small. 

2. The treatment of the woodland 
should be placed under the direction 
of the State Forestry Bureau. 

Legislation this Winter should ar- 
range for the purchase of low-priced 
land, some at least, for replanting. 


In the second and third instances an 
economic prineiple may be brought into 
play that will induce the active co- 
operation of forest owners—that is to 
exempt the growing timber from taxa- 
tion. This principle was elucidated by 
Mr. A. C. PLeYDpLu of this city at the 
meeting of the Internationa] Confer- 
ence on State and Local Taxation held 
at Toronto last October when he said: 

As a house usually takes six months 

to put up, we do not tax a man while 
the house is growing, and we don't 
put a tax on until he gets the use of 
t, and we do not tax field crops while 
they are growing. In New York the 
Assessors go out in May, when the 
farmer has sold his crop and has not 
planted a new one, In practice, they 
don’t tax the growifig crop, and there- 
fore in practice they should not tax 
the growing timber. At present it is 
taxed every year, and it takes fifty 
years to grow. 

Such exemption, of course, would at 
once put a premium upon the private 
growing of timber, and should be con- 
sidered in any scheme to place the 
Highlands under the supervision of the 
Forestry Bureau. 


MORE IMPORTANT THAN SUGAR, 

The decision by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission that the payment of 
rebates upon shipments of sugar must 
stop is not a-mere matter of sugar. 
This payment {s identical in principle

arch foe of rebates has delivered an 
allocution that pools are commendable, 
and that the law forbidding them 
should be amended. However, when it 
was enacted that pools and rebates 
were unlawful the railways began pay- 
ing accessorial allowances and charges 
under manifold names, under the con- 
tention that they were justified by the 
conditions of trade. But the decision 
finds them to be unjustified by law, 
and the Commission will take steps to 
enforce its opinion. 

Does it follow that in that case sugar 
will be cheaper upon the breakfast 
table? Not at all, at least not neces- 
sarily.so. Other refiners will supply 
the market, and other railways will dis- 
tribute the freight. Profits will be dif- 
ferently distributed, but prices will 
probably remain undisturbed. Only on 
the surface is the struggle ‘between 
railway and railway, or between ship- 
per and shipper, and refiner and refiner. 
The real antagonists are Philadeiphia 
and New York, and they stand in the 
place of all competitive markets in 
every commodity. Sugar is landed by 
water at both ports at the same cost, 
and the costs of refining are equivalent. 
But Philadelphia is nearer several con- 
suming and distributing centres, and 
the Philadelphia concerns have an eco- 
nomic and natura) advantage. They 
claim these rights, and assert that that 
market is being dried up by the differ- 
ential, which New York claims fs all 
that allows it to enter those markets 
competitively at all. Should the West- 
ern markets be given to Philadelphia 
by lew? Should New York lose the 
opportunity to compete which is given 
to {t by the rebates ngw condemned? 
Let {t be repeated that very few large 
concerns in. any city sell anything 
which is not affected by the answer, 
which should be based upon the princi- 
ples involved, and not upon the profits 
made or lost by any tndividual. 

There are those who say that Phila- 
delphia is entitled to all the business it 
can get upon economic terms, and that 
it is entitled to all the results of its 
natural advantages. But the same {fs 
true of New York. New York has noth- 
ing to fear from such a competition. 
But bitter experience has proved that 
{t is not in the public interest that such 
duels should be fought to the death. 
The waste of such uneconomic compe- 
tition {s a burden which falls in unsus- 
pected places, and the cheapening of 
commodities thus secured costs a price 
which the community cannot endure.

Mr. CHARLES

ceiver, or even 
the first recelv- 
er of a bank, to refuse to take fees as 
large as he could honestly—that Is, legally 
as well ag safely—accept for his services, 
but he is one of such an extremely small 
number that his course has excited great 
surprise—and not a few expressions of 
anxiety as to the mental condition that 
forced or enabled a man to take action 
so unusual. 

And the case of Mr. Hiccins does 
stand alone, so far as we recall, in that 
he gave back the part of his remuneration 
which he considered excessiveAifter it 
had come into his possession. Now, as 
everybody knows, it is much easier to 
refuse to take money, when doubt as to the 
propriety of accepting it exists, than it is 
to return the money after it has been re- 
celved and put comfortably away in the 
bank or other convenient repository. For 
then there is the added pain of separation 
and a sense of actual loss which are 
missing from mere renunclaion of a pos- 
sibility. 

Both the surprise and the anxiety, as 
regards Mr. Hicotns, are the keener be- 
cause the amount which he felt obliged 
to cut down to his own deprivation was 
almost pitifully small as receivership fees 
g0. Most insolvent corporations, if of 
any size, would mingle astonishment with 
gratitude if they escaped as lIightly. 
Hence, no doubt, come the suggestions 
that perhaps Mr. Hiaocins might do well 
to consult an expert psychotherapist for 
whatever it is that’s the matter with 
him, or even pass a few months in some 
quiet sanatorium where hypertrophied 
consciences can be properly treated and 
dieted. These suggestions, however, 
probably come from those who see in 
hig proceedings a dangerous attack on 
the whole receivership system, especially 
in its relation to banks. Its natural and 
in some eyes deplorable, consequence 
will be to cause other receiverships to be 
subjected to a sharper scrutiny from 
courts and the public, and thus what has 
been an equally profitable and pleasant 
business will be bereft of many of its 
more attractive qualities. 

In_other words, what he has done ifs 
recognized as of little importance in itself, 
but as of grave moment as a precedent 
by which like cases will be judged in 
the future.

; through a receivership should be an in- 


expensive operation? Were that to be- 
come the rule, the present terrors of in- 
solvency would be appreciably mitigated— 
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nothing because of the added expense in- 
cidental to the maintenance of sanatoria 
in places of inconvenient access.

Indeed, it fs re- 
duced. to less than nothing at all, since the 
lessons of the sanatorium are to some ex- 
tent learned by the one outside patient, and 
he, too, ceases to be a centre of infection.

THE SUFFRAGETTES. 
Explains Their Anger, by Their Tan- 


talizing Position. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The statement is often made in the papers 
that the actions of the English suffragettes 
are wholly incomprehensible to Americans. 
Perhaps an explanation of their grievance may 
be of interest. 

All the suffrage societies tn England ask 
that the ballot shall be given to women “on 
the same terms as it is or may be granted to 
men,’’ A majority of the House of Com- 
mous has been in favor of this for more than 
fifteen years. A*bill giving women the suf- 
frage on the same terms on which men now 
have it has passed its second reading in the 
present House of Commons by a vote of three 
to one, and is now pending. No matter how 
large the majority in its favor, it cannot come 
up for third reading and final vote without 
the consent of the Cabinet. That consent 
the Cabinet refuses to give. 

When a deputation of sixty Liberal mem- 
bers of Parliament went to Mr. Asquith and 


asked him to do this thelr request was flatly |

denied. Mr. Asquith said, however, 
Cabinet meant at some time in the future to 
bring {n a bill for a general remodeling of 
the qualifications required for suffrage, mak- 
ing the franchise for men much wider than 
at present. They would not include woman 
suffrage in this general bill, but if any mem- 
ber moved to add a woman suffrage clause to 
it as an amendment, the Government would 
not officially oppose it, provided (first) that 
the. amendment was ‘‘on democratic lines,’’ 
and provided (second) that it' was shown that 
an overwhelming gmajority of the 
wanted it, and provided (third) that a ma- 
jority of the present male electors were shown 
to favor It, 

The women were not satisfied. They could |} 
not get Mr. Asquith to explain what sort of 
proof would convince him that most women 
and most men favored it. They also pointed 
out that there had been very little public de- 
mand in England for a general remodeling of 
the franchise—not 4& quarter as much demand 
as for, woman suffrage; also that the general 
suffrage bil] would have to deal with a great 
many points om.which there was strong dif- 
ference of opinion, and over which there was 
sure to-be a hot fight, such as plural voting, 
proportional representation, the abolition of the} 
last vestiges of the property qualification, al 
change in Irish representation, é&c. The 
general suffrage bill was not at all sure to 
pass the House of Commons, and was perfect- 
ly sure to be thrown out by the House of 
Lords. Therefore, to say that woman suf- | 
frage could be brought tn only as an amend- 
ment to the general bill meant practically to | 
postpone woman suffrage indefinitely. On |

Propagandists Prepare for Another 


Legisiative Campaign. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Last Winter two decided efforts were made 
before the Legislature of this State by two 
separate organizations to secure the enactment 
of laws seriously restricting animal experi- 
mentation as a means of established scientific 
medical progress. It appears that these efforts 
will be repeated during the coming session of 
the Legislature. On Nov. 11, 1908, a concert 
was given in this city by the New York Ant!- 
vivisection Society for the purpose of advancing 
their alms in this respect. A pamphlet is now 
being circulated among physicians and others 
in various parts of the State by the Society 
for the Prevention of Abuse in Animal Expert- 
mentation, calling attention to the assumed 
| horrors of vivisection, and urging support in 
| the effort which the society will make at the 
| coming session of the Legislature to secure 
| restrictive legislation; This pamphlet ts a typ- 
| ical plece of antivivisection literature, and is 
| evidently the work of one whose eyes are shut 
to the real state of facts, for the recitals made 
therein are unjustified assumptions and allega- 
tions unsupported by proof. They are based 
largely upon obsolete “European exhibitions, 
and also upon what those who are familiar 
with progressive science declare to be as ancient 
history—that !s, a history of a period tn the 
development of medical research the methods 
of which are no longer employed by any one. 


The misstatements and fallacious arguments | {jn 


put forth last year are again being restated, 

notwithstanding the faithless aspect which 
they then presented. Why do people who claim 
to present ‘‘a fair-minded and unbiased view,”’ 
rehearse misleading things over and over again, 
when easily they can inform themselves of ex- 

{sting conditions? Those who are familiar 
with modern scientific attainment and prac- 
tices have no knowledge of, nor do they be- 
| Neve that needless suffering is tnflicteg In ani- 
mal experimentation In laboratories else- 
where. Nor has rellable evidence thereof been 
brought to lisht by the opponents of vivisec- 
tion. Eminent legal authorities assure us that 
the law as it exists to-day in the State of 
New York ts sufficient to punish all, if there 
be such, who are guilty of cruelties In antma) 
etperimentaticn. 

If restrictive laws pertaining to this subject 
are introduced Into the Legislature this Winter, 
the Medica] Society of the State of New York 
will oppose them. In the meantime we would 
urge the pubiic to refrain from accepting as 
true such a misleading picture as is presented 
in the pamphlet above referred to. The Medical

He took for his 
subject the Bible words: “It ts not good 
for man to be alene, let us make a help- 
meet for him.” 

‘Nothing could be more beautiful than 
that,” said Father Pardow. “A woman 
is to.be a help to a man; not to drag him 
down, but to lift him up. In the Catholis 
Church we take it as literally ‘true that 
woman was made from man, and to me it 
seems fundamental, 
flesh of my flesh, and the two in one.’ 

“The Catholic Church puts matrimony 
on a high plane. Woman owes her exist- 
ence to man, but the man owes his

“The Battle’ is a capital and labor 
play written from the point of view of 
capital. That's what makes it interest- 
ing. It is not the side which ts most often 
heard—in plays and books. Mr. Cleveland 
Moffett, the author, will probably argue, 
as he did in a curtain speech, that he 
gives both sides and draws no conclusions. 
He is mistaken. 

He may bo right—probably is—in bring- 
ing things down to the law of averages, 
and his John J. Haggleton, muftimillion- 
aire, puts his side of the case in such a 
way that the average man can't help 
feeling that he is right. Still, an out 
and out Soctalist speaker who knew his 
business and his text could probably meet 
every one of John J. Haggleton’s proposi- 
tions with one for his side of the case 
that would be equally convincing. Only 
the multimillionaire in the play doesn’t 
have to meet anybody of that type. eThat 
is because it is a play, In which some- 
bedy arrangessgeverything in advance, and 
not ife, where nothing is prearranged. 

Admitting, and there is very little doubt 
aout it, that the people the multimill- 
jonaire encountess in his experiment on 
the east side all get to be little capitalists 
themselves as soon as they are beginning 
to be prosperous, it still fails to prove 
what some other people might do under 
exactly the same conditions. So, it ap- 
pears, that Mr. Moffett’s argument isn’t 
as disinterested as he would have you | 
believe.

However, as it stands, the proposition 
in “The Battle” is interesting, and its 
development, though marred by occa- 
sional vagueness, by the sort of excesses 
common to first plays, and weakened by 
an extreme employment of the license of 
romance, has enough variety in action, 
dialogue, ‘and character to make an ex- 
cellent entertainment. The fact that it 
contains what Mr. Lackaye described fn 
his curtain speech as a little “ sub- 
cutaneous thought,” will not be held up 


agains! it. 
It begins with the appearance of Hag- 


gleton, the man of millions, in an over- 
crowded east-side tenement, to battle for 
the love of his son, who, unconscious of 
his origin, has been working as a diver, 
and .incidentally.baving. dreams of some 
day aiding the “ helpless. poor” in their 
struggles against the wrongs imposed 
upon them. by the “successful rich.” 
Haggieton's wife, shocked at his con- 
scienceless pursuit.of wealth, had left him 
years before, taking the boy with her. 

When the two meet, the boy, unconscious 
of his real identity, there begins the bat- 
tle between the parent, who hopes to 
win the boy’s affection, and also his at- 
tachment to the ideas of common sense 
in business, and those who have buiit 
their hopes upon the young man’s ideal- 
ism and promises of reform. Of these 
the one who siruggles longest and hard- 
est is mh nurse, who has promised to 
marry the young man, and an honest 
toiler of the district, who had been the 
wife's ¢onfidant. years before, 

Incidentally the multi-millionaire sets 
out to prove Ahat it is the man who 
counts, not the conditions. He has in- 
tended to start on a yachting cruise, but 
orders the boat to sail without him. Then, 
under an assumed name, he takes his 
place in the tenement, and without cap- 
ital except a few dollars realized on use- 
less furnishings about the place, starts to 
build up a. successful business. By the 
time the second act is on he has devel- 
oped a small trust of neighborhood bak- 
ers, with his son as chief lieutenant in 
his schemes, and several .of those who 
have inveighed most loudly against com- 
binations that crush out the lives of small 
enterprises profiting under the arrange- 
ment and suggesting further means for 
making the business pay. 

One of them even goes so far as to 
advise using a yeast which will make 
larger loaves with less dough, and an- 
other, violent in his denunciation of the 
whole scheme, changes his mind promptly 
when he is offered a’ position as fore- 
man at higher wages than he has ever 
earned. 

Eventually the father, succeeds In awak- 
ening the boy’s latent desire for success 
and wealth, and before the play ends he 
is arguing for expediency and the rights 
and wrongs of things, from much_ the 
same point of view as the multi-million- 
aire. Or if he does not argue, his hesi- 
tancy about any outspoken opposition 
shows that the virus of prosperity has 
begun to do its work. When the struggle 
narrows itself down to the point where 
the father is gy to confess that his 
wife abandoned him because he had ar- 
ranged for the destruction of a rival oil 
plant the son finally announces that he will 
have no share in wealth acquired through 
so criminal an act. But at this moment 
mam man crazed by the misfortunes of his 
daughter, which he attributes to verty, 
rushes on and attempts to shoot the mul- 
ti-millionaire.

Miss 
Adrienne Augarde, a Peggy from London, 
is graceful and charming, but the critical 
might ask for a little more voice. 

In his speech after the second act, Mr.

In this the authors were entirely 
successful, and if the plot was conven- 
tional, at least there was one. If the mu- 
sical honors went to Mr. O’Mara, many of 
the good laughs certainly went to John 
O'Hara, playing the Scotchman, who sald 
that a Scot “was a very good man to 
marry, if you could get him.” Om the 
Scotchman’s matrimonial slipperiness de- 
pends the plot of the comedy. 

However, the main point of Peggy is 
her nationality, which was quite as in- 
disputably Irish as the man who said 
of her, “If her ladyship had been killed 
she would have been the last of her 
family alive.’ 

As for the Irish of the play, one hasn't 
anything to say, and nothing to say it 
with, for the gallery attended to that, 
and, to quote Mr. O’Mara, “It was worth 
coming trom Ireland to hear.” 

If one likes pretty, tuneful music, bet- 
ter sung than usual, gentle fun, rather 
too long drawn out, and a good Irish jig, 
he will certainly approve of “ Peggy

FOUND BY FAITHFUL CLERK 


“Old Friday” Sudlow and Their Son 
Break in the Door—Firm Old- 
est in the Trade, 


Charles Risley, a prominent wholesale 
druggist, and his wife, Amelia, who had 
been missed by ‘the employes of the Risley 
Wholesale Drug Company, 184 Greenwich 
Street, for the last five days, were found 
dead of asphyxiation yesterday afternoon 
when their son Hénry of Pleasantville, N. 
YJ and their faithful old clerk, John Sud- 
low, known because of his fidelity as 
“Old Friday,’ broke in the: doors of 104 
Hart Street, Brooklyn, where the Risicys 
lived alone. , 

The Risley Wholesale Drug Company !s 
said to be the oldest drug company in 
thé city. It had passed down to Charles 
Risley from his greatgrandfather. Mr. 
Risley, who was 63, had conducted it for 
over forty years, and his wife, who was 
60, had gone to the store every day for the 
last twenty years to supervise the book- 
keeping. But on Thursday last neither of 
them. went to the store, and neither sent 
any word explaining their absence. 

The day before their son Henry had 
dined with theim in the city and had gone 
with his mother: to:Maiden Lane to pick 
out a. diamond ring for his own Christmas 
present, and on’ Wednesday night Charles 
Risley attended a Masonic meeting, and 
one of the members said he ‘“‘ was as 
frisky as a boy.” 

On Friday the old clerk Sudlow, who 
had been in the business as long as his 
employer, became alarmed. He knew that 
Mr. Risley had contemplated a visit to 
Paterson, N. J., om Thursday and -had 
not worried much,’ but when the store 
closed on Friday he set out for Brooklyn. 
He .rang the bell, he knocked on the 
door, but he got no answer; and the 
neighbors had not seen the Risleys since 
Wednesday. He looked about; in the 
vestibule he found two morning papers; 
at the back entrance two bottles of milk. 
‘He came back to Manhattan and wor- 
riéd through Saturday work hours. Then 
he went to Hart Street again; he found 
three papers and three bottles of milk, 
and the neighbors knew nothing. Then 
he called up the son, Henry, a real es- 
tate operator at Pleasantville, N. Y. 
Henry said probably they had gone to sce 
his brother Carl, a wholesale grocer, at 
Newburg, N. Y., but to let him know if 
they did not turn up on Monday. 

They did not appear at the store, and 
Henry came to town, and with the clerk 
went to his parents’ house. Their knocks 
and kicks brought no answer, and they 
got Patrolman Mulder to force the doors. 
A rush of gas made all stagger back. 
As-soon.as they could they went in, and, 
throwing open windows on the way, as- 
eended three flights of stairs, and came 
to-the parlor door. 

When that room was aired they went in. 
The bed lay in an alcove off the room, 
and on the bed lay the two old people. 
Apparently they had partially awakened 
while the gas fumes were doing their 


deadly work, for the bed coverings had 
been thrown on the floor. The gas jet 
an.old rickety one, was two-thirds on. 

Coroners’ Physician Wuest came later 
and said the pair had evidently been dead 
since Wednesday night, but that he saw 
nothing that pointed to suicide. There 
Were no letters, and Mr. Risley had laid 
on the mantelpiece a fresh suit, as though 
intending to put it on the next day. His 
watch, keys, and change were on top of it. 

At the Risley Company it was learned 
that Mr. Ris! had no cause for worry; 
that he was reputed to be worth several 
hundred thousand dollars, though he had 
always been something of a speculator in 
real estate, and that his business, always 
prosperous, was noW 4s prosperous as 
ever. 

Mr. Risley was born In Atlanta, Ga., 
where his parents had gone for a short 
lime, but stil] a boy he came: to live in 
Brooklyn. When very young he married 
Amelia, the daughter of the late Dr. Tim- 
otny Ingraham of Flatbush, a very well- 
known man. Together they took up the 
d business in the old company. 

They always lived in Brooklyn, but aft- 
er their two boys grew Up and left them 
they had lived entirely alone, dispensing 
with servants, partly because of consider- 
able losses in their real estate deals. Both 
were extremely popular for their fresh, 
youthful manners, and s. Risley was 
much admired for her apfitude at busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Risley belonged to the Royal. Arca- 
num, to the Montauk Lodge of Masons, 
the Society of Odd Fellows, and the 
Knights of St. John and Malta. In sey- 
eral of these societies he had been an offi- 
cer, and belonged to the veterans’ associa- 


tion. 
The double funeral will be held at 10 
o’clock to-morrow morning.

character of the Briarcliff race, taking it 
out of the stock-car class and making it 
simply another special race similar to 
the Vanderbilt Cup and the Grand Prize. 

The manufacturers practically put 
themselves on record as not desiring a 
stock-car race by determining to ask the 
Automobile Club of America to carry the 
request to W. W. Law, donor of the} 
Briarcliff trophy, that he agree to, the 
elimination from the deed of gift of the} 
cup’ of the clause requiring that “ the | 
manufacturer of a car entered in the race | 
have sold and delivered or have 
built and have had ready for delivery at 
least thirty days before the date of the} 
contest in the year 1909 at least ten cars|} 
similar in each and every respect to the} 
car offered for entry.” 

The attempt to remove this stock-car 
clause seems doomed to failure, h 
ever, for, speaking last night for 
father, who is in Europe, Henry H. I 
of Briarcliff said that he did not believe 
the elder Mr. Law could be induced to 
agree to the request. He declared that| 
Mr, Law was interested only in stock-car 
races and saw no need for and had no de- | 
sire to forward a special race. e 

“Last year, when my father offered the 
trophy,” Mr. Law, “the manufac- 
turers desired a stock-car race. Mr. Law| 
was interested in this kind of racing and 
was glad of the opportunity to help ad- 
vance it. He frequently said, 
ever, that he would not consent to turn 
race into a special car event, and 
I am certain that he will not decide 
change this determination.” 

W. W. Law, the donor of the Briarcliff 
trophy, will sail for this country on Dec. | 
and is expected here a day or 
after New Year's. In the event that the 
A, -C. A. agrees to carry the manufac- | 
turers’ request to him, Mr. Law will have} 
an Opportunity to express his mind on the | 
subject of stock car and special racing 
near future. 

The statement was made that the re-| 
quest for the elimination of the stock-car |

; TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Frightening the Public. 


Thoughtful brokers and traders were 
asking yesterday what effect the sharp 
reaction in the market would have on the 
public. It has been taken for granted by 
every analyst of the market that there is 
a@ substantiai public interest or that there 
has been since election. The present 
break is sufficiently serious to reduce the 
profits of such traders considerably, -and, 
inasmuch as they were none “too brave 
before, it may possibly induce an eccess 
of timidity which will have some in- 
fluence, at least, ‘in the public participa- 
tion after the first of the year. There are 
many traders in that group generally 
classified as the public, who make it a 
point when they are in the market at all 
to try to scalp out profits before Christ- 
mas, just for holiday use. That class of 
traders scarcely ever figures on the short 
side of the account, and if it be assumed 
that the usual thing happen this year, 
these traders suffered a tidy loss, to be 
credited by them, naturally, to their old 
enemies, the so-called dominant interest. 
Explanations that may be accepted by 
professional traders or by traders in close 
touch with the financial district are not 
80 readily believed by traders who have 
kept out of the market for a year, eight- 
een months, or longer. 

+,* 
Heavy Trading on Decline. 


One significant fact in yesterday’s mar- 
ket was the heavy trading. This, taken 
with the genera] weakness, the lack of 
Bupport in important issues, and the 
general nervousness, emphasized the 
belief that there was some real fun- 
damental factor causing the decline. Some 
stocks did not appear to be affected as 
much as others, but in some such cases 
the obvious reason was that they have 
been under pressure recently, and before 
the other issues began to decline sharply. 
During the early part of the day the ex- 
planation most often heard was that of 
bear raiding. Later in the day a larger 
Proportion of the explanations inclined to 
that of compulsory liquidation. That 
there was liquidation might be taken for 
granted, but the reason for it aside from 
a desire to limit losses or conserve part 
of earned profits was not clear. Stop 
orders were reached, of course, inasmuch 
as it has been freely stated by many 
brokers that their customers who were 
fong of stocks were following prices very 
closely with such orders, Traders bear- 
ishly inclined helped along the work, but 
the volume of trading was suggestive of 
a definite reason for the selling.

Harriman and Carnegie, 


Two items in the news might be sup- 
posed to furnish some reason for the 
more or less violent reaction in the mar- 
ket. One was the rumor of Mr. Harri- 
man’s illness and the other the sup- 
posedly exaggerated significance given to 
Mr. Carnegie’s testimony before the Ways 
and Means Committee at Washington. 
From time to time stories concerning Mr. 
Harriman’s health are used in the mar- 
ket, but the coincidence of this rumor and 
the weakness, not only in the general 
market, but particularly in the Harriman 
stocks gave rise to the belief that there 
Wag some reason for the gossip. The ru- 
mors were’ detailed, some so much that 
they might be supposed to have origi- 
nated with the patient’s physicians, an 
utter impossibility. Those who subscribed 
to the theory that Mr. Harriman is the 
dominating interest in his own stocks 
might be supposed under such circum- 
stances to become bearish, and possibly 
they did. So far as Mr. Carnegie’s testi- 
mony is concerned, brokers simply point- 
ed out that his views have been known 
for some time, and that these views did 
not become conclusive by being expressed 
before the Tariff Committee. Some more 
or less logical souls took the ground that 
the market had been advanced too rap- 
idly, and that a reaction was due, even 
aside from any general developments. 

*,* 
Normal Surplus Reserves. 


More gold exports attracted attention 
oo for one reason because the 
statement of Saturday showed a 
substantial loss in cash and reduction in 
surplus, and further because the fact is 
being impressed on traders that the sur- 
plus reserve is within reach of the disap- 
pearing point. It is not taken for granted 
that there is going to be any deficit, but 
@ month or two ago the average trader 
ignored the bank statement because he 
saw ea surplus reserve that he knew could 
not by any possible chance be depleted 
before the end of the year. Possibly he is 
not worrying about it now, knowing that 
the call money market is a clearer 
index of the money situation from the 
speculative point of view than the bank 
statement figures are. However, condi- 
tions are getting down to normal, and it 
has always been the experience of those 
identified with the financial district that 
it is an easy distance from the normal to 
the abnormal in the financial world. It is 
too late in the year to worry over possible 
year-end troubles, but it is not too late 
to figure that indefinite speculative ex- 
pansion is not possible. 
. *,° 
Some Unprofitable Tips, 


Only a few days ago there were very 
positive tips circulated concerning Read- 
ing. They came from apparently good 
sources and may possibly have induced 
those already bullish on the stock to in- 
crease their lines. Needless to say, these 
tips were not verified, and it is also ob- 
vious that they were given out in good 
faith. Discussion of tips as a general 
rule {is profitless, but under such cir- 
cumstances the result serves to justify 
the belief that the average tip, no matter 
what its origin, is a dangerous proposi- 
tion. From time to time during the ini- 
tial stages of a bull market tips are given 


out and verified with erp & regularity. 
It is part of the me, and it is usually 
effective in inducing an interest in the 
market on the part of traders who might 
otherwise be shy. When a bull market is 
in full swing, and even when it hesitates, 
the information that is offered is more 
than likely to be bullish, and the result 
is that at the culmination of a movement 
most of the tipsters have a hard time 
with their clients... Usually at that time 
the tips incline to exaggerated possibil- 
ities, which only serve to emphasize the 
extent of the decline.
